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Situated on a well-shaded picturesque parcel in the heart of the city of
Spearfish, the William D. Driskill House is a large T-shaped two story Queen
Anne dwelling. Rising from a course stone masonry foundation, the wood frame
building 1is sheathed with clapboard siding. 1t is capped by a steep cross-
gable roof covered with wood shingles. A gable-roofed dormer pierces the roof
on the north (front) axial facade. Three ornate brick chimneys rise from the
roof peak. There are two open porches with hipped roofs at opposite corners
of the front facade. While the northeast porch is generally wunadorned, the
northwest porch 1is decorated with fine spindles and brackets of Eastlake
inf luence. One-story bay windows project from the east and south facades.
Gables on the north, east, and west facades feature ornate bargeboard,
pendants, and fishscale shingles. A recent metal stovepipe to accommodate a
wood-burning stove rises through the east side of northwest porch. Current
owners plan to remove this intrusive stovepipe in the near future,
Fenestration is asymmetrical on all facades.

The floor plan 1is irregular. Interior features include original plaster
walls, fine hardwood wall trim and floors, and a decorative balustrade.
Except for the kitchen and dining room, which have been remodeled in recent
times, the interior space retains its original appearancs.

Located slightly north and west of the house is an octagonal wood frame well
house (contributing). Resting on a foundation of poured concrete and stone,
it is sheathed with board-and-batten siding and is capped by an octagonal
wood-shingled roof. A small octagonal lantern lights the building. The well
house is contemporary with the house.

Located several yards west of the house is a single-stall cube-shaped wood
frame garage (contributing). Rising from a poured concrete floor, the one-
story building is sheathed with clapboard siding and capped by a wood-shingled
pyramidal roof. Drive-in entrance is provided via two swing-out doors with
paired two-over-two lights in each door. Built in circa 1925, it is an
excellent example of typical early automobile storage garages.
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Under Criterion C of the National Register Criteria, the William D. Driskill
House is significant in the area of architecture, because it is an excellent
example of Queen Anne styling as popular in Spearfish, South Dakota, during
the late 19th Century. Located on a typically picturesque lot, it is one of
the oldest extant houses in the city. The property also contains an unaltered
early 20th Century garage that is an excellent example of pioneer auto
garages. Under the South Dakota Historical Preservation Plan, the nominated
property relates to the following historic contexts: [V. Permanemt Rural and
Urban Pioneer Settlement, D.2. Urban Development/Residential living; and V.
Depression and Rebuilding, G. New transportation Facilities and the Impact of
the Automobile.

During the last two decades of the 19th Century Queen Anne styling dominated
domestic building throughout the state and the nation. Influenced by the
work of English architect Richard Norman Shaw, Queen Anne houses provided
increased comfort and domesticity for single-family households. Prominent
aesthetic features of the style include irregularity and asymmetry of facades
and rooflines, multiplicity of siding materials especially the use of
fishscale shingles, and decorative treatments to gable ends, porches, and
projecting bays. The front facade is usually divided into uneven squares or
planes. Fenestration is always asymmetrical, often consisting of a number of
shapes and sizes of windows. Frequently a tower is incorporated into the
design. The Driskill House exhibits most of these features in relatively
unaltered form. Its design combines Queen Anne traditions with other
contemporaneous Victorian traits such as the steeply pitched roof, elaborate
bargeboard with pendants, and Eastlake spindles and brackets on the northwest
porch. The design of the well house with its board-and-batten cladding and
ornate lantern also reflects popular Victorian themss.

On the other hand, the garage is an early 20th Century improvement that
remains compatible with the rest of the property. Obviously, few if any
inventions had more impact on everyday 1life after 1800 than did the
automobile. Even in domestic housing accommodations to the new contraption
were necessary. Sometimes an outdated carriage house would be converted for
storing the automobile, but usually a new building was constructed. Size and
scale of these auxiliary buildings depended on the wealth and needs of the
property owner. Although generally simpler in detail, the garage was often
designed in a style reminiscent of the main house. Eventually the porte
cochere and the attached garage became popular. At minimum, however, the
garage would be a simple detached frame building with room enough to store at
least one automobile. The garage at the Driskill House represents that
gimpler form. Built in circa 1925, it displays then popular bungaloid traits
such as wide overhanging eaves and multiple-light windows. The double swing-
out doors are excellent unaltered artifacts from that historic period.
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Spearfish, located on the eastern rim of the Black Hills, was founded in 1876
in response to the emerging gold rush. It quickly grew into a vital service
community for area miners and ranchers. In the mid-1880s, the city became the
home of Black Hills Normal School, now known as Black Hill State College.

William D. Driskill was born near Keithsville, Missouri, in 1855. He later
moved with his parents to Hays County, Texas, where he matured. From 1876 to
1883, he worked as a cowboy on ranches and cattle drives from Texas to Kansas.
In 1880, he married Winona Creigh, a native of Texas. Driskill came to
Spearfish as a hand on a cattle drive in the spring of 1883. He soon settled
here with his wife and family. He continued to engage in the cattle business
until circa 1813, when it is believed he moved back to Texas. In 1921, the
Driskills sold the house they built in 1884 to Callie L. Dougherty. The
Doughertys built the garage in circa 1925. The property is now owned by Jean
and Betty Anderson.

The period of significance of the nominated property extends from 1884, the
date of construction of the house to circa 1925, the date of construction of
the garage.
